The latest news from France is good. 

The new premier, Antoine Pinay, has been 
successful in forming a cabinet which prom- 
ises to give continued French support to At- 
lantic defenses and to the plan for a Euro- 
pean Army including German units. 

The Pinay government includes Robert 
Schuman as foreign minister, a post which 
he has held through successive governments 
since 1948. Schuman’s great contribution has 
been his plan for pooling the coal and steel 
resources of West Europe. 

Significantly, there are no De Gaullists in 
the new cabinet. 

Has France passed another crisis? 
is hard to say. 

The French financial situation is critical. 

“T have accepted a perilous mission, but 
the country is in danger,’ Mr. Pinay said in 
taking the job. “‘We are in the presence of a 
triple deficit affecting the currency, the 
treasury and the budget.” 

The currency is highly inflated, the treas- 
ury is depleted, the budget is in the red. 

The Pinay domestic program sounds fa- 
miliar—war on tax. frauds, reform in tax 
collection machinery, administrative econ- 
omy, price controls, perhaps higher taxes. 

We have a right to expect the French to 
assume more and more of the responsibility 
for their own defense, but we must be patient. 

France has its problems. In the highly 
volatile atmosphere of French politics, one 
never knows what will pop next. 

Right now Premier Antoine Pinay seems 
to be bringing some order out of the im- 
mediate chaos. We wish him well. A lot 
depends upon him.

The Traffic Patrol 


“Why, officer, I couldn’t have been going 
60 miles an hour. I was watching my -speed- 
ometer and, besides, I hadn’t been out that 
long.” 

That kind of explanation will get a driver 
nowhere once he has been checked by one of 
Atlanta’s new speed-timers. 

Science.and the traffic officers are gang- 
ing up on speeders. 

The City of Atlanta Traffic Department 
is installing speed-timers oh the main streets. 
A spéed-timer consists of parallel air hoses 
placed across the pavement and connected to 
an electric device which computes time. 

‘The pressure of car wheels on the first 
hose is registered by the timer. When the 
car crosses the second hose 132 feet away, 
again the gadget clicks and the speed of the 
car is computed—25 miles an hour if 3.6 sec- 
onds elapse between clicks, 55 for 1.64 sec- 
onds,; 90 if the time between is only a second. 

Then the human element enters the pic- 
ture. A patrolman watches the streetside 
clock and by walkie talkie advises the police 
auto patrol that a speeder has just passed. 

From there, the process of arrest and court 
action takes its natural course except that the 
offending driver’s word won’t stand up 
‘against that of the new type alarm clock. 

_ Motorists will be given fair warning that 
they are under the scrutiny of an electric 
eye. Signs will be posted saying, “Speed 
Electrically timed.” ‘Those who fail to take 
the hint are in for a shock. 

The speed-timers are a partial answer to 


ilies had incomes of less than $2,000 a year 
in. 1939, only.one out of three fell into that 
class 10 years later. 

The figures show that the well-to-do and 
the rich have become more numerous, 
Whereas in 1939 one family in 50 was in the 
$5,000-and-over income class, and one out 
of 100 was in the $10,000-and-over class, the 
proportion had changed in the late 1940s to 
one family out of six in the $5,000 class and 
one out of 20 in the $10,000 group. 

The number of families with substandard 
income declined between 1936 and 1948 from 
one in every two to one in every 10. The 
number of those with minimum incomes or 
better rose from one in five to three in four. 
By 1949 there were five times more families 
in the high income class than there were a 
decade before. In 1939, one in 50 wage 
earners had an income of $5,000 or more. 
Ten years later the figure had changed to 
one in five. 

Although incomes in the South still lag 
behind the national average, in percentage 
gain we lead the nation. 

There’s a lesson in the Kuzner report for 
Americans and for the rest of the world. That 
lesson lies in the fact that under a system 
of free distribution, production is the greatest 
economic factor affecting the welfare of man- 
kind. Private initiative, controlled merely to 
prevent abuse and exploitation of others also 
engaged in private enterprise, is the key to 
production and the answer to all “isms,”’ com- 
munism included. 

There may be brief recessions to slow the 


‘march toward a better life for all citizens. 


Excessive taxes could well slow it to a halt. 
But Dr. Kuzner’s study indicates that an in- 
telligent, free people can find the answer to 
depressions and to other obstacles that may 
get in the way. 

Properly presented, the record of the 
achievements of the American capitalistic 
system in reducing inequities in income 
should win the ideological argument any- 
where. 

The story must be told to the world. 
Neither the Soviet Union nor any of its satel- 
lites can stand the comparison.

A Sneaking Sympathy 


For the Gumless State? 


A brief news item from Germany gives us 
something to chew on. It concerns a young tin- 
smith who was arrested for chewing: gum in the 
Soviet sector of Berlin. The policeman who 
arrested him (and whom he later gave the slip) 
said he wanted to save the young man “from 
American habits.” 

Here’s a sticky problem. It is true that in 
Europe today American democracy is frequently 
equated with chewing gum, Coca-Cola, and nylon 
stockings. It is true that freedom to chew is by 
clear inference one of the freedoms guaranteed 
by the Bill of Rights and the United Nations 
Declaration of Human Rights. It is true that 
the aforementioned incident may cause millions 
of democratic chewers to blanch with horror at 
the extent to which police-state tyranny can go.

Marietta—Your editorial ap- 
proving the layoff of Lockheed 
employees on the grounds of 
economy ignores the main points 
of protest made by the Inter- 
national Association of Ma- 
chinists, AFL, Union of Lock- 
heed emplovees, 

Any stretchout in the aircraft 
production schedule which 
brings about the temporary lay- 
off of experienced workers who 
will be urgently needed in a few 
months represents a false econ- 
omy. Many will leave for other 
jobs and other sections of the 
country where their skills are in 
immediate demand. As a re- 
sult, extensive training pro- 
grams will be necessary until 
replacements can be developed, 

Many persons who gave up 
jobs and homes elsewhere to 
come to Lockheed find them- 
selves suddenly cut off from the 
payroll or told that the promise 
of employment they had been 
given could not be fulfilled. 


Did the defense officials who 
decided on the stretchout fully 
realize the hardship their pro- 
gram would cause? Indications 
are that pressure brought by 
Detroit and other out-of-state 
industries helped influence the 
decision to stretchout the air- 
craft defense program.

Those 
who tried thereafter to organize 
free unions to. protect 
selves against the Communists 
of the CIO; some of whom were 
close friends of Franklin and 
Eleanor Roosevelt and of Felix 
Frankfurter, and to break the 
jyower of gangsters and other 
dictators of the AFL were de- 
nounced as “dual unionists” and 
“disrupters.” Some were killed. 


One of those who lost his 
life was shot dead in front 
of his modest home in Chi- 
cago a few days after he had 
given evidence to an agent of 
the Treasury in the old Fed- 
eral Building regarding the 
income of William E. Ma- 
loney, the president of the 
operating engineers’ union, a 
racket of historic notoriety. 
His name was William Bruce 
Ziegler and he had tried to 
clean up a rotten condition in 
his own local, He had a wife 
and seven children. 


After he gave evidence re- 
garding Maloney’s income under 
the stupid assumption that the 
Federal Government would take 
appropriate action and give him 
police protection, he telephoned 
the Treasury agent one evening 
in great fear to say ‘that two 
officials of the national union 
had chased him on a downtown 
street. 


The agent was not a police- 
man and therefore could not at- 
tach himself to Ziegler as a 
bodyguard. . Within the week, it 
happened that the street light 
nearest Ziegler’s home was out 
of commission as he returned at 


them- 


night from his futile search for 
work in a town where the union 
blacklist revokes the right of 
decent men to earn their living. 
In the dark, he was shot dead. 
Nobody ever was arrésted. If 
the Treasury ever found any 
fault with Maloney’s tax re- 
turns, the information was not 
revealed. 

The Treasury agent carefully 
recorded the facts. 

And the picture of that same 
Maloney, stout and prosperous 
and dressed in luxurious tweedy 
stuff; was published on page 
one of the “AFL News-Re- 
porter” in the issue of Jan. 30, 
which covered the winter meet- 
ing of the grand inner circle of 
high-binders at Miami Beach. 

Maloney is a rich man with a 
racing stable and a breeding 
farm in Illinois. He also has a 
grand winter home on Miami 
Beach, which J. Edgar Hoover 
once described as the hibernat- 
ing place of “the criminal 
scum.” It is close by the offi- 
cial winter palace which the 
faceless fools of the Teamsters 
Union were compelled to estab- 
lish for Dahiel J. Tobin, their 
grand exalted fathead, and the 
old Nitti estate where that su- 
preme ruler of the moving pic- 
ture unions dwelt in splendor 
until he got a disease and shot 
himself. 

There on the cover of the of- 
ficial journal of the AFL, the 
number dedicated to the annual 
drinking, gambling and hell- 
raising of these ugly parasites 
on American labor, industry and 
society, is a picture, covering 
half the page, of Maloney and 
two other old leeches studying 
a racing form. 

In the big picture below the 
fold, we find a likéness of 
George Meany, the sécretary- 
treasurer of the racket who 
made a tour of Europe last fall 
and, on his return, made a dis- 
mal report that the saps in 
France and Italy were not as 
easily hooked as the Americans.

The House approved this vitally 


reer legislation, as it later proved to be, by only one vote. 

A shift of one member would have found us in an even worse 
situation when the Japs struck with their sneak attack that 
plunged us into the greatest war in all history. 


Universal military training is 
a subject that should not be 
tainted with partisan politics. 
Leaders of all shades of thought 
have joined in endorsing it as 
an all-important step in our far- 
flung system of defense. All of 
our top military men have rec- 
ommended it strongly. It is de- 
signed to give us a steady flow 
of trained manpower on which 


*the nation can draw if we are 


forced to meet the challenge of 
Communist aggression, against 
which we have been forced to 
rearm. 


Moreover, it is intended to 
build up the stamina of our 
young men by teaching them 
the rudiments of physical 
well-being and military dis- 
cipline. The program has so 
many good points, entirely 
aside from the military pre- 
parednessg angle, that it is dif- 
ficult to see how certain or- 
ganized groups could seek to 
make an issue of it.

in defense costs after the pro- 
gram is put into operation. 

It all goes to show that those 
who shout economy are often 
just paying lip. service.to the 
cause. When the showdown 


-comes they duck out on one pre- 


tense or another. 


In the meantime, ‘the legis- 
lation is probably dead for the 
present session. Those in charge 
of a similar bill already report- 
ed in the Senate and ready for 
action say that it would be fu- 
tile for the upper body to act 
on the measure now in the light 
of what the House did. Indica- 
tions are that it will not be 
pressed to a vote there. 

Perhaps at the next session 
when the new Congress has just © 
put an election behind it, there 
may. be some hope, . Too many 
members like to climb under an 
umbrella when -an - sient 
storm approaches.

PATHETIC CONDITION 


Before this army is ready, how- 


ever, it must be trained and 
clothed. The troops are in pathetic 
condition. They have no shoes, they 
wear sneakers, And their packs 
consist of one cotton blanket.

$48, American money. Each Na- 
tionalist soldier got a New ‘Year's 
present from Chiang-—-one Formo- 
san dollar, the equivalent of four 
cents in American currency. 


And Chiang and his four generals 
know that before they could hope 
to attack the mainland they must 
have well-trained troops and U. S. 
naval and air support. 

General Chase was sent to For- 
mosa to train the army, air force 
and navy. He has received only a 
few small arms, no artillery, noth- 
ing in heavy arms and a comple- 
ment of only 371 men. His arrival! 
in Formosa, while it helped build 
the morale of the people, still has 
not convinced them the U. S. is 
ready to back them all the way. 


And there is another fear preva- 
lent among the high-ranking mili- 
tary and diplomatic officials here— 
that the U.S. is following the dic- 
tates of England and France who 
wish to pacify the Communists 
and keep thm out_of Singapore, 
Hong Kong and Indochina by keep- 
ing the Nationalists out of the Mu- 
tual Defense Pact. 


OFFER ARMY 


Chiang and his people want to 
become part of the pact.

Seven East Point citizens have 
worked hundreds of man _ hours 
without pay for the past three 
months..to condense 183 pages of 
the city’s cumbersome 1912 charter 
and its 29 amendments into about 
15 pages of a new document that 
would give’ the Atlanta suburb 
home rule. 


East Point is the first Georgia 
eity to rewrite completely its char- 
ter under the Home Rule Act. 
Twelve other municipalities merely 
adopted home rule provisions for 
their old charter, aecording to 
Zach Arnold, secretary of the 
Georgia Municipal Association. 

The charter drafting committee, 
named Dec, 11 to write a new 
charter, will present. its completed 
work to City Council Monday. The 
eouncil will call an election in 
60 to 90 days for voters to accept 
or reject the document. 

If approved, the new charter 
would give East Point the right to 
legislate its own affairs through| 
referendums, without having to) 
take questions to the State Legis-: 
Jature-for approval. 

Committeeman Charles N. Mar- 
tin Jr., said it would also place) 
clear duties and-responsibilities on| 
specific city departments, and 
provide necessary powers to ful- 
fill these duties. | 


FUNCTIONS. DEFINED 

“Every function of government. 
is clearly assigned in the new 
eharter,’’ Martin .said. ‘There 
would be no digging among the 
amendments to the old charter to 
find where *responsibility for a job 
lies.”’ | 

Martin said the committee is 
particularly proud of the sections 
on budget, -financing and purchas- 
ing. The citizen-drafted document 
is formed around 36 basic sections. 

Three of the committeemen are 
attorneys. Walter E. Harlcerode, 
East Point's’ police recorder, 
chairman and Guy Parker, another 
lawyer, is vice chairman. 

The third. attorney, Sidney |T. 
Shell, holds bachelor and master 
degrees in political seience. The 
other members are Martin, part 
owner of a printing company and 
associate editor of the Suburban 
Reporter, weekly newspaper; J. H. 
Cawthon, part owner of an ap- 
pliance company; FE. A. Sims, a 
lumberman, and Joe S. Adams, 
who is in the sanitary supply busi- 
ness. 

Both Sims and Adams are for- 
mer city councilmen. Their ex- 
perience in the city government 
was helpful in ironing out many 
kinks in» the old charter, Martin 
said.

A Hostile Sea 


Actress Joan Fontaine had a good idea. 

It got only passing attention in the news of the day which pours 
out of Washington like hot lava from a volcano. 

But the letter which the actress wrote to California Congressman 
Clinton D. McKinnon has been reprinted in the Congressional Record 
and it strikes us as well worth further attention. 

Miss Fontaine, who is to play what is known as a female lush 
or alcoholic in her next picture, ‘‘Something to Live For,”’ writes 
with complete sobriety of something she thinks we can do for the 
people of Europe. 

“By ‘we’ and ‘the people’ I do not mean governments or 

nations,’’ wrote Miss Fontaine. ‘‘I mean individuals.”’ 

She said she talked to a lot of men and women, “‘just ordinary 
people,” while she was in Italy, Germany and France, ‘‘and I saw it 
in their eyes.” 

“And I can’t help remembering that in a great book it says, 
‘love thy neighbor.’ 

“I do not mean ‘love’ in the ordinary concept of the word. I 
mean—and I think the book means—love that is understanding and 
friendliness, sympathy and helpfulness, the sharing of joy and sor- 
row and hope. We don’t have to be exactly like people to love them; 
we just need to understand. 

‘I think that is what the eyes, into which I looked in Europe, 
were hoping to see when they looked into mine; what they hope to 
see in the eyes of America. 

‘‘And so I have an idea.

“There are millions of women in America who are hoping and 
praying for peace and a better feeling between nations, but who are 


sad because there is so little they can do. 

“True, they can appeal to the makers of treaties and inter- 
national agreements to put into those agreements, along with the 
necessary formal words, a convincing expression of our desire to 
understand and be understood, but that isn’t personal. 

“But suppose that even half of the 75,000,000 women in the 
United States wrote, in a spirit of friendship and love, to these 
neighbors in Europe; wrote regularly. 

‘“‘Suppose they showed a real interest, not so much in the big 
problems but in how those neighbors are living, what they are 
thinking, how they are getting along. Suppose they wrote about 
their children and what they hope for them. 

‘Suppose a woman in New York and one in London or one in a 
littie midwest town and another in a village in France became letter 
friends this way. Don’t you think they would understand each other 
better, and that the understanding would spread in both countries? 

“I think that misunderstanding and suspicion are at the bottom 
of most of the world’s troubles, although I realize, of course, that 
there are evils which can be eured only by stern measures. 

“But you don’t misunderstand your friends. You don’t suspect 
them. Any woman can, if she wants to, find someone in Europe to 
whom to write. There are organizations in many American cities 
that can help. She could write to city officials, to a church, to the 
school superintendent in a European city and ask for a name.” 

We think it sounds like a good idea and as one woman are willing 
to try it.

No Dieting 
Without Its 
Bad Times 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


When the pounds depart with 
the precision of trains, dieting is 
a pleasure. The pointer on the 
scales slides down from 178 to 
175, and down to 172 with nary 
a hitch... then to 169 and 
165 . .. it’s wonderful. You wish 
you had started years ago and 
happily plan that in a couple of 
weeks you'll be able to ease into 
a size smaller dress. 


Then comes a lull in losing. 
On a Monday morning you step 
hopefully on the scales and the 
pointer is still at 165. You step 
off, shove the scales around, step 
back on... 165. It’s disgrun- 
tling, and not so easy to stick 
with the diet that day. But you 
do... and the next morning find 
to your dismay the pointer is 
back up to 166%! 


WEIGHT BLOCKS 

It’s these ‘‘weight blocks’’ that 
cause reducers to lose their en- 
thusiasm for staying on the 
straight-and-streamlining p a th. 
Be forewarned and expect a lull. 
Failure to lose on schedule is 
caused by water swings, which 
occur at irregular intervals. Pe- 
riods of eliminating water from 
the tissues alternate with periods 
in which water is retained. This 
may happen at the beginning of 
the diet, so that no weight loss 
is apparent for 10 days or two 
weeks, or it may occur after 10 
or 15 pounds of fat have been 
lost. 


The reason the scales may reg- 
ister a gain, dieting to the con- 
trary, is that stored water weighs 
more than the fat it has replaced. 
You know what happens to a 
chunk of fat in water, the fat 
rises to the top because it is 
lighter. When water temporarily 
replaces the fat lost from the 
cells, the scales may show a 
slight gain, since water weighs 
more. 

SETS STREAMLINE DATE 


Actually you can name the date 
at which you may reasonably ex- 
pect to be down to healthy nor- 
mal weight. On a diet of 1,000 
to 1,100 calories, a sedentary 
overweight may expect to lose 
two pounds a week, and fix the 
date accordingly. 

In the long run, you will come 
pretty close to losing the figured 
antount, even though _— these 
‘“‘weight blocks’’ may temporarily 
postpone the registration of the 
amount being lost. In reducing, 
you make up for this lost time. 
Once the water is released, an 
abrupt loss follows. 

Following this, the pounds may 
clip off with pleasing regularity 
for a time, to be followed again 
by another lull in losing.

Black Bottom Is Passe 
For Cake, Pie, Biscuit 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


We have learned a new word this week . 
Sounds very scientific, doesn’t it? 


This is an engineering word 
develop and test modern ranges. 
Emmissivity is the property 
of any matrial to absorb or ra- 
diate heat and to transmit this 
heat to any- 
thing  con- 
tained within. 
E mi ssivity 
suggests that 
the color. of 
cake, pie, 
cookies, or 
biscuits is determined iby the type 
of pan used. It means in a few 
words that the black bottom is 
passe. 

For example, the standard 
cake should have the same de- 
gree of browning on the top and 
bottom, the volume should be 
good and the cake should be the 
same thickness throughout. If a 
cake is baked in the right pan 
this will be true. 

ABSORBS HEAT 

If the same cake is baked in a 
dark, discolored pan _ (which 
many women hang on to because 
they have had it in the family for 
years) the result is a cake with 
a dark bottom and sides. A dark 
pan absorbs heat. 

When a cake is baked in a 
bright shiny new pan, the bot- 
tom browning will be light and 
many people think the cake is 
not done. A bright, shiny cake 
pan reflects the heat away from 
the pan and does not permit 
enough heat absorption to brown 
the sides and bottom. 

New cake pans may show this 


Well, it is. 
used by the men (or women) who 


ever-so-light browning, but after 
several baking sessions a stand- 
ard browning will appear. 

Emissivity can be applied. to 
other types of utensils. Oven 
glass or enamel absorbs quite a 
bit of heat and produces darker 
browning than bright aluminum 
pans. 

When used for baking pies, 
you will find they give particu- 
larly fine results, a luscious 
brown, crisp crust. Because of 
the higher percentage of heat 
absorption of oven glass and 
enamel it is suggested oven tem- 
peratures be set slightly lower 
when this type material is used. 


After that lecture it is time to 
bake a cake. If that is how you 
feel, too, go on to the kitchen 
and have fun making this super 
elegant pecan devil’s food cake. 

Dress it up with fluffy seven- 
minute icing and serve it at the 
dinner table. There’s something 
about a grand dessert that lifts 
anybody’s Monday meals.
